working here, Tansil also 
taught journalism, English,

The SGA House of 
Representatives Monday night

The resolution establishing 
the committee passed by a 
margin of House members Ken 
Spiceland. SGA vice president, 
said the committee will be 
named this week and hearings 
should begin later this month 

Meanwhile, SGA President. 
Ron Simmons, said after the 
meeting that he considered 
Reinhard in many ways in 
competent and would like to see 
him leave UTM "as soon as 
possible." 

"If he resigns tomorrow, then 
I will resign tomorrow", 
Simmons said 

He gave five reasons why he 
felt Reinhard was not qualified 
lor his job, including failure to 
initiate effective programs, 
lailure to coordinate his own 
staff, failure to work with 
people, lack of tact and failure 
to communicate his ideas with 
other people. 

The SGA president also said 
lie felt there was a definite 
question of Dr Reinhard’s 
credibility, adding that he 
regrets now that he endorsed 
him for the position of dean of 
students and vice chancellor of 
student development 

“He's shed a bad light on the 
university and the ad¬ 
ministration I think his 
credibility is very 

questionable," Simmons said

Dear Editor. 

The sentence given Donny 
Crowder for his assault on the 
night clerk in Clement Hall last 
quarter was ridiculously 
inappropriate. For knocking the 
clerk down two flights of stairs 
and strangling him violently 
enough to cause finger marks 
that lasted into the next day, a 
judical board ostracized 
Crowder by placing him on 
disciplinary probation for the 
spring quarter. In review of this 
attack, a resident reported the 
offender's presence, the night 
clerk requested police 
assistance, and then, ac¬ 
companied by the head 
resident, left to investigate 


personally. They were con¬ 
fronted by Crowder who 
threatened to kill to prevent 
capture. That the night clerk is 
not dead is certainly not due to 
any benevolence on Crowder's 
part. After effecting his escape 
from' the dorm, Crowder con¬ 
tinued to telephone murder 
threats. A search was suc¬ 
cessful, and trial was held after 
Ihe accused could finally be 
persuaded to attend. 

Perhaps disciplinary 
probation would be sufficient 
for a contemporary minor 
crime such as trespassing in 
Clement Hall after hours. 
However. I submit that 
Crowder’s attempts to carry out 
his threats comprise a grave 
matter. I ask how can the 
judicial board and the ad-* 
ministration spit in the face of 
justice by remaining content 
with this absurd outcome, and I 
insist that proceedings begin 
anew with an honest endeavor 
to end this and the similar 
savageries of the fall quarter.

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Simmons blasts Reinhard 


(Editor’s Note: The SGA 
House voted Monday nlfht to 
form a House Evaluation 
Committee to examine the 
activities of the Student 
Development Office and Dr. 
Herb Reinhard. dean of 
students. The following is the 
complete interview made by the 
Pacer with Ron Simmons, SGA 
President, following that 
meeting.) 

PACER: How do you feel 
about the formation of this 
committee and its purpose? 

SIMMONS: I have to agree 
with the purpose of the com¬ 
mittee, and, as you know, we 
have discussed this before and 
several students came to me; 
not this particular committee. 
Several allegations were made 
to me by faculty members who 
have worked with him on 
committees and also from 
various administrative per- 
sonel, from dormitory coun¬ 
selors, from students, and I 
think this committee is needed 
on the basis that, if the 
allegations have any meaning 
at all, we can at least get to the 
bottom of the situation at hand.

P: What do you expect to be 
the result of this committee’s 
work? 

S: Well, I have no idea what 
(he result will be because I have 
no idea what witnesses they are 
going to call, nor do I have any 
idea what questions are going to 
be asked. But I would expect 
that several students would be 
called, riot necessarily to 
testify, but to give information 
if they have any concerning Dr. 
Reinhard, if they have been 
associated with him personally 
whether it be good or bad. I 
don't think the committee 
should call only those who have 
been offended by Dr. Reinhard 
and leave off those who support 
Dr. Reinhard. 

P: How would you charac¬ 
terize this committee? 

S: In light of the fact that Dr. 
Reinhard has been here only for 
six months, I would consider it 
to be an evaluation committee 
and a committee that can make 
a recommendation to those 
responsible for evaluating the 
administrative members of this 
University 

P: Do you expect this com¬ 
mittee to make an evaluation or 
recommendation as to his 
retention at this university? 

S: I would hope they would 
make an evaluation and send a 
recommendation forward to his 
immediate superior and to the 
chancellor of the university and 
also to. the officers of the 
Student Government Associ¬ 


ation which we will share, if the 
hearings are completed by that 
time, with the incoming officers 
of the student government. 

P: Would this recom¬ 

mendation be whether he should 
be retained as dean of students: 

S: Well, that’s up to the 
committee to decide. 

P: What role will you. as the 
SGA president, assume during 
this period of hearing and 
testimony? 

S: I would, hopefully, chair it, 
although I could be called as a 
witness. 

P: In what respect would you 
be called as a witness? 

S: Since I have had to 
associate with Dr. Reinhard on 
several occasions and I’m 
supposed to be the represen¬ 
tative spokesman for the 
students, naturally I have had 
the opportunity to come into 
contact with several persons 
around the university, including 
the faculty and administrative 
members. This includes the 
secretaries, too, and Dr. 
Reinhard’s own staff and the 
students. I have obtained 
several opinions, some solicited 
and other unsolicited, and I 
have gained a lot of valuable 
information which might be 
interesting to the committee. 

P: Based upon this in¬ 
formation, what seems to be the 
general consensus among the 
students and-or administration 
and faculty relative to Dr. 
Reinhard? 

S: The general consensus 
seems to be more or less a 
question - how could a man so 
popular at first alienate so 
many people in so short a time. 
He’s been here only six months, 
and he’s not only alienated his 
own staff, the student coun¬ 
selors, the student government, 
the faculty he’s come in contact 
with," some of the ad¬ 
ministrative staff, and also the 
entire campus community and 
the surrounding townspeople. 
And I believe that takes almost 
everyone in. 

P: Would you than charac¬ 
terize Dr. Reinhard as 
somewhat of an unpopular man 
upon this campus? 

S: Unless I’ve checked with 
all those he's unpopular with 
and not those he’s popular with. 
However, I can only think of 
only one person that I talk to 
that he is popular with. 

P: Who is that person? 

S: Well, that’s the man he 
slapped so hard when he came 
here -- that’s Dean (Raymond) 
Stokes. 

P: What kind of relationship 
do you see between Dr. 
Reinhard and Dean Stokes? 

S: I’ll say this. If I had been 
put into that position, the best 
thing for me to have done at that 
time to gain attention from the 
students would have been to 
slap the most unpopular man 
around close to me. Then, if I 
had found that I was possibly in 
hot water, the most likely thing 
for me to do would be to build 
that person up and hopefully, 
make it appear that he is doing 
a fine job after all and he wasn’t 
such a bad guy. 

P: Are you saying that Dr. 
Reinhard's initial “slapping" of 
Dean Stokes and his subsequent 
change of attitude was part of a 
sham to put him in good with the 
students” 

S: It could have been, but it 
wasn't only Dean Stokes. I think 


he chastised the whole staff. He 
said they all were unqualified, 
and made it appear he was the 
only qualified person serving in 
(he office of student develop¬ 
ment. 

P: What do you think was the 
purpose of him saying this? 

S: I have no idea. I un¬ 
derstand that he has a 
psychology degree, and if he 
were to apply that degree and 
make any meaning or if he 
really wanted to use that 
degree, I think his reasoning 
would be along the line to really 
chastise the most unpopular 
man around, and of course 
discipline is not popular with 
anyone. So I suppose that might 
have been what I would have 
done. 

P: Are you saying, then, that 
this was all part of a front, part 
of an act. to put him in good with 
the students? 

S: Well, I’m in no position to 
make a statement like that. I’m 
just saying that the possibility 
exists there. 

P: What is your opinion of Dr. 
Reinhard in your dealings with 
him as SGA president? 

S: As you know, I was on the 
selection committee that 
reviewed all the candidates for 
that position, and at that time 
he was the most attractive 
candidate of all those we in¬ 
terviewed I thought. Or at least 
he was the most impressive 
candidate, shall we say. Of 
course several of them didn’t 
come because they had other 
commitments. I think some 
were on vacations. But we were 
very impressed with him at that 
time, and I thought he would be 
an asset not only to the students 
but the entire university 
community. But as I started 
meeting with him, he asked me 
to meet with him once a week. I 
really thought he'wanted to help 
the students. But as we 
progressed through the year, I 
found he really wanted to use 
SGA as part of the Office of 
Student'Developement 

P: Do you regret your initial 
decision to endorse Dr. 
Reinhard during the selection 
committee sessions? 

S: At that time I did not. 

P; If you knew then what you 
say you know now, would you 
have supported Dr. Reinhard? 

S: Definitely not. 

P: Why? What things do you 
know now that apparently has 
turned you against supporting 
this man? 

S: Well, these are all 
situations that I have been 
involved in with him. Possibly 
these are all coincidents, but 
them seems to be a pattern that 
has formed. For example, when 
Dr. Reinhard first came here 
fall quarter, I thought I 
discussed with him the dif¬ 
ferentiated housing policy, my 
views on safety and security, 
about the snack bar being open, 
about the judicial system I 
thought should be implemented 
and about his staff members - 
whether he would make any 
adjustments or had any plans. 
But, you know, Dr. Reinhard 
was on the air winter quarter, 
and he seemed to have forgotten 
our discussion altogether. Now, 
maybe that is just a coincident. 

P: You said you “thought” 
you had a discussion. Did you, 
in fact, have a discussion with 
him? 


S: We did have this discussion 
with him. Now I realize that he 
talks to a lot of people and he 
may have forgotten. However, 
as I said, there has been a 
pattern established. Now on the 
radio, on WUTM, Dr. Reinhard 
stated no one had been to talk to 
him about any differentiated 
housing policy. Yet he had 
suggested previously that if we 
wanted a differentiated housing 
policy that he would be glad to 
partitionoff the wing of a dorm 
or even a hall in order to dif¬ 
ferentiate it if it was needed. He 
seemed to think at that time 
that it was feasible. 

Then we go on to the frater¬ 
nity-sorority hazing incident 
where he charged the Delta 
Sigma Theta with hazing, and I 
believe that the young lady that 
was offended went to him and 
reported it or to some member 
of his staff and reported it, and 
he used the wrong channel first 
of all. Then it was carried 
before the student-faculty 
disciplinary appeals board, and 
then, following that, the AKPsi 
fraternity was charged with 
hazing, and he said it was 
reported to his office by a 
member of that fraternity. 

However, members of that 
fraternity denied that and said a 
member of Dr. Reinhard’s staff 
reported it to him. Then Dr. 
Reinhard went on in a 
University Council meeting and 
made the statement that the 
reason there was differences of 
opinions about these two cases - 
Delta Sigma Theta was found 
guilty and Alpha Kappa Psi was 
found not guilty - was because 
different faculty and different 
students sat on these judicial 
boards. 

Then the question was raised 
whether any of the people from 
his office attend a disciplinary 
judicial board meeting. He said 
no, However, since I’ve been at- 
this university. Dean Stokes has 
always attended these meetings 
and has tape recorded all the 
proceedings and in some cases 
helped prosecute the case. Of 
course Dr. Reinhard didn’t 
know this, because he had never 
attended a meeting of the 
judicial board and these were 
some of the instances. 

Then a bill was presented in 
the student house of 
representatives and the student 
senate concerning a counseling 
center for drugs, and Dr. 
Reinhard happened to be there 
that night because I happened 
to have invited him, and he 
spoke against the bill and it was 
defeated. Later, ltwas revived 
and passed. But we had a 
meeting lately where the 
question was raised and Dr. 
Reinhard said, ‘well, I had 
never heard anything about it,’ 
and I reminded him that he 
happened to have been at that 
meeting that night, and then he 
recalled every detail about the 
bill and the counseling center. 

P: Do yon feel there is a 
definite question of credibility 
insofar as Dr. Reinhard is 
concerned? 

S: I think there is definitely a 
question of credibility. All you 
have to do is check with some of 
the counselors, if they will talk. 
Of course that office hires them.

system thus far is because of 
the debate over equal 
representation. 

The proportionment passed

The other 14 congressmen

panel and the person being 
interviewed. That’s as much as 
I can guarantee. 

P: Do you think the ad¬ 
ministration would seek 
reprisal against a person who 
testified against Dr. Reinhard? 

S: First of all, it would be 
highly unprofessional of them 
as it was highly unprofessional 
of Dr. Reinhard to chastise his 
staff. I’m not sure that they 
would want to lower themselves 
to those standards. 

P: Do you think Dr. Reinhard 
would seek reprisals against a 
person who testified against 
him? 

S: I really don’t see how he 
could. 

P: Do you think he would try? 
S: I really think his attempts 
would be futile if he did. I would 
think he would want the truth 
and an honest opinion from 
everybody. 

P: Do you intend to ask Dr. 
Reinhard to speak before this 
group? 

S: Yes, I’ll send an invitation 
to him. I won’t demand 
anything from anybody. I’ll 
merely ask them if they would 
like to come to the committee 
meeting and give supporting 
(testimony) or say anything 
they would like to say.

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Outlook for Easter Seal Center is brighter

As the old saying goes, you 
cannot fight city hall. However, 
citizens in the West State area 
and across the nation have 
proved you can tackle HEW, the 
Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare. A 
great public uproar against the 
possible cutback of many social 
services has forced HEW to 
reconsider some of its new 
guidelines. 

“There is very definitely a 
change in attidude,” Jim Clark, 
program director of the Martin 
Easter Seal Center for the 
Hanicapped, said about the 
governments attitude toward 
social services. 

He said that HEW Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger “has made 
several statements showing the 
great need for certain areas 
that have been cut. 

“We all know there are areas 
(of government programs) that 
were abused. This/obvious. The 
problem with the areas that 
were abused was that there were 
several areas that were not,” 
Clark said. 

Clark feels that the govern¬ 
ment made wholesale cuts, not 
just screening out the bad 
programs, because they felt the 
worthwhile programs would 
bring enough public reaction so 
they would be kept. 

“Apparently the centers for 
the handicapped and the 
retarded have been good 
enough that the communities 
have really supported them,” 
Clark said. 

He said that Sen. Bill Brock 
telephoned the Martin center 
last week to tell them he has 
received 1,000 letters a week for 
the past three weeks from the 
West Tennessee area in support 
of community centers such as 
the Martin center. Clark said a 
letter-writing campaign begun 
by the various centers “had a 
tremendous effect.” 

The public response has 
forced a change in the HEW 
guidelines. Clark said the part 
concerning matching funds has 
been changed to allow the use of 
private contributions as mat¬ 
ching funds for federal money. 

“We can (now) use our 
private funds,” he went on to 
say. However, he said the 
guidelines concerning the 
maximum income of parents of 
children in the center had not 
been changed. “This part still 
affects our children’s center, 
but does not affect our adult 
center,” Clark said. 


The new guidelines drawn up 
by HEW set the maximum 
income for a family with a 
member in a center at $2,640. It 
previously had been $7,500 net. 

Clark said there has been a 
proposed change in the new 
guidelines for the maximum 
income “to remain the same or 
even go up as high as high as 
$9,000. 

“We are hoping at least to 
remain at the $7,500 net. Just 
because a family is in a higher 
income bracket shouldn't mean 
that their children should be 
neglected as far as services 
rendered to them he said.” 

Clark pointed out that the 
income limitation does not 
prevent children of affected 
families from attending the 
centers, but that they would 
have to pay directly for the 
services rendered to them. 

“Their (the parents’) siblings 
don’t have to pay to go to a 
public school system, so why 
should a retarded or han¬ 
dicapped child have to pay 
because of their defect and 
handicap to come to a school," 
Clark said. 

Even with somewhat a 
relaxation of a harsh attitude on 
the part of I1EW toward social 
service programs, these 
programs at the various social 
service centers are still in a 
state of limbo over the funding 
question. 

Clark said the Martin center 
has a grant for funding through 
May 1, but “they told us we 
couldn’t spend any money we 
had.” He said the center has 
spent $20,000 that had been put 
aside for summer camp, 
placing summer camp program 
in jeopardy. 

However, help is coming on 
different fronts. A bill has 
passed the Tennessee Senate 
and will be sent to the House this 
week authorizing $4.8 million to 
keep social services in 
operation throughout the state 
through the end of the fiscal 
year. 

This money would replace, 
federal money for the final 
quarter of this fiscal year. Two j 
legislative fiscal experts went to 
Washington last week to 
determine If federal intent 1 
about social service programs. 

In the immediate area, UTM 
campus organizations are 
trying to raise contributions 
totaling $8,000 in the counties 
which are served by the Martin 
center to help the center 
operate through the end of the 
fiscal year.

Help also may be coming on 
the educational front. There is a 
chance that area centers may 
receive educational ac¬ 
creditation through the Ten¬ 
nessee Department of 

Education. ‘ “We have already 
completed all of our evaluation 
forms and have sent them in,” 
he said. 

On March 29, the Department 
of Education of Nashville was 
here. They went to all three 
centers (Martin, Paris, and 
Union City) and they gave a 
spotcheck of our facilities, our 
educational program, our staff 
training, and their certification. 

Things look real good as far as 
becoming a special school.” 

Clark said. 

Ho added that the centers did 
not want to become schools 
within themselves, but to have 
the centers’ program approved 
so that local school districts of 
children being served can 
contract with the centers to 
provide the special education 
needed for the children served 
by the centers. He said notice of 
the decision on accreditation 
should come very shortly. 

If the decision is in favor of 
the area centers for the han¬ 
dicapped and retarded, money 
will be available through the 
state Department of Education.

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The Federal Communications Commission (FCC) assigns each 
station a frequency, indicated by a number on the FM dial. Actually, 
that frequency is just the center of the channel the station really uses. The 
way an FM signal is generated is that the station varies the frequency of 
its transmission. It transmits above and below its assigned frequency. The 
rate of change determines the content (audio frequencies) of the program, 
and the amount of the variation determines the level. 

Your tuner must build up the weak signal it gets from the antenna, 
{isolate that signal so that no adjacent signals are permitted past, and filter 
out extraneous noise. If the signal is transmitted in stereo, it must be 
decoded and the separation between the two channels must be maintained. 
A tuner that can pick up a very weak signal and deliver a relatively 
noise-free and distortion-free sound is considered very sensitive. Sensitivity 
is measured in microvolts (mv is the common abbreviation) and the lower 
the figure, the more sensitive your tuner is.
